A long about the middle of that 
series of school “readers” which 



was most used a generation ago — it 
may have been the “third,” or it may 
have been the “fourth” reader — was 
one which, among other classic se- 
lections, contained the account in 
verse of how% when the queen 
of the medieval fete had ban- 
tered Lord Francis to chase aft- 
er the glove she had wantonly 
thrown into the arena among a fero- 
cious collection of man-eating lions, 
the active and astute Lord Francis 
“lightly leaped” down to the arena 
sands, deftly snatched up the lady’s 
glove before the astonished lions could 
iignre out what he was up to, climbed 
nimbly back to his seat by the fair 
lad 3 '’s side, and then — good Lord Fran- 
cis! — threw the glove, slap bang, right 
in the lady’s face. 

“Not love,” quoth he, “but vanity, 
j>r;impted such a deed as this.” 

The poet fails to inform us upon the 
point, but one can imagine that after 
this there vvere no wedding bans for 
the fair ladye and Lord Francis, who 
was the catch of the season, and that 
she was exceeding sore about it, and 
repented her folly at leisure. 

I here may be different mental atti- 
tudes regarding the propriety of this 
tempestuous conduct of Lord Francis, 
some, no doubt, contending that no 
true gentleman would under any stress 
of irritating circumstances return to 
o lady her glove by throwing it sharp- 
'y into her face, and that this breach 
of decorum at once stamped the knight 
as a boorish-mannered and racous- 
minded person, whose name should be 
:tr:cken from the blue book of his day; 

• ut it appears to be a majority point 
of view that the lady was served ex- 
»:Clly as she deserved, and that if slie 
went unmarried to the end of her days 
she received only such measure as she 
meted. And strangely enough, it is 
the ladies themselves who most ar- 
dently uphold this latter view of 
the case. 

In the midsummer of this first year 
of our newest century, the big city of 
Chicago, stirred by the public spirit of 
a generous citizen, discovered in sud- 
denness what had been a readily ap- 
parent fact for three whole genera- 
tions — that its far-stretching shore of 
sandy beach and cooling water was a 
heritage of the people, and had not 
been designed by nature as a riparian 
asset for land-grabbing corporations 
Of an easy dumping spot for the refuse 
of contractors. Accordingly, private 
means having furnished the equip- 
ments of which the civic purse had de- 
nied, or never thought of, there were

Public appreciation of this new- 
found luxury— and tacit condemna- 
tion of the civic stupidity which had 
so long denied it to the people, its 
real owners — was evidenced at once 
in the vast popularity these free bath-,] 
ing beaches leaped into in an in- 
stant and continued to hold until the 
flipping air of fall rendered undress 
di.«porting on the sands no longer a 
pastime and a joy. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of visitor.s, the records show, 
partook of their advantages during 
the brief season. 

It was at the most frequented of

New York, Nov, 10. — E. W. Caldwell 
describes in the ciirront Electrical 
Beview new apparatus designed for 
stereople \ision by X rays. It has been 
developed in tlie laboratory at the 
Hellevne Hospital Medical college, 
New York city. By using two sources 
of X rays in the same tube each eye 
views inde\)endently the shadow, with 
tlie result that the picture stands 
out distinctly, showing all the space 
relations of the objects viewed. It 
is thought that this method will be 
of the most value in surgery, permit- 
ting immediate examination of bro- 
ken bones, etc., as if thej' were view- 
ed by the eye with their positions ac- 
curately indicated, instead of in sii- 
houleite effect, as formerly.

Twelve Dead Bodies Taken Out and 
Twenty-Five Persons Rescued. 



It Is Snpitofied Tlint the Flames Were 
Started lly u Defeettve Electric 
LiKht—- Several Other Fer- 
HOUM Are Missius. 



Bluefield, W. Va., Nov. 15. — Twelve 
tltead bodie.s have boon taken from 
the Baby mine at I’ocahontas. Se\- 
oral other |H*rsons arc unaeeountecl 
for,- and 25 persons liave In'en res- 
cued more or less severely burned. 

. At 5 o'clock Thursday morniji'' it 
was discovered that the Babj* mine, 
of the I’oeahontas Colliery Co., at 
I'oeahonta.s, Va.. was on fire. An 
alarm was sent in and the fire com- 
])any' responded promptly. In a very 
short time after the fire figfhtcrs had 
reached the mouth of the mines and 
were .at.tempting' to extinouish the 
flames some of the firemen and oth- 
er.s havin" rushed inside the mines 
to ascertain the extent of the trou- 
ble and to assist miners entombed 
therein, a terrific explosion occurred 
and many miners and Iheir friends 
were more or less injured.^ It is sup- 
posed that the mines eau}rht fire 
from a defective electriet lijfht wire. 

'J'wenty-live persons have been res- 
cued, all more or less burnt, some 
seriously and j)erhaps fatally. The 
instantly killed were carried to their 
homes in wagons and all the phy- 
f.ieians in I’oeahontas have been busy 
all day attendin”’ the injured. One or 
two other explosions have followed 
that of the earlj’ morniii", and others 
are hourly expected. The mine .s 
still burninjjT, and clouds of smoke 
are constantly issuing: from its 

mouth. 1 he fan has now been stop- 
ped, and as soon us i>ossible to do 
so the mine will be re-cntereii, with 
hope of exting-uishin.v the fire. 

In 1S'J4 I’ocahontas experienced a 
like occurrence, in which over 100 
lives were lost. 

The list of the dead so far recov- 
ered are; Louis Woolwine, .John 
Bernhart, Will ^Montgomery, M. 1). 
Koonts, and a Hungarian named 
Urico. " 

Woolvdne, Montgomery and Koonts 
were killed while attempting to 
reach and bring out u dead body. At 
this time it is impossible to seexire 
the names of those injured. As yet 
it is impossible to estlin.Tte the 
amount of damage to the mines. 

At a late hour Thursday night it 
was thought that not over 20 men, 
the last shift of the day, were in 
the mine when the first explosion 
happened. Members of the rescuing 
])arty who escaped claim that they 
were within sight of two boilies ly- 
ing on the ground supposed to be 
<lcatl, when they were driven back 
by the s*^ond explosion. 

Lichmond, \ a., Nov. 16. — A Bluefield, 
W. Va., special says a rescue ])artj’ 
entered the burning Baby mine at 
a favorable lime and succeeded in 
reaching a ])oint hitherto inaccessible. 
They saw in the distance the corpse.s 
of six or perhaps seven men and en- 
deavored to reach them biit the ex- 
treme heat drove them back. 'I'he 
fire is growing fiercer. All efforts to 
get even partial control of it have 
proved futile. 



EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS. 



Maeli Dauiufco Was Done to Prop- 
erly Xenr Riclifleld, Sever 
County, L'tali. 



Salt Lake, Utah, Nov. 15. — A spe- 
cial from IJichficld, Sever county, 
states that the damage to j)roperty 
in that county from Wednesday 
night's earthquake will amount to 
$100,000. 

Scarcely a building escaped dam- 
age of some kind. The Mormon tab- 
ernacle at Kichfield w^as damaged to 
the extent of $2,000. The member.'^ 
of the choir were in the structure 
at the time of the shock, and Hcd, 
terrified, to the street. 

At Marysvale the entire popula- 
tion left their homes after the firs: 
shock, built bonfires in the streets, 
and camped out all night. In man^' 
ports of the country landslides have 
occurred, blocking railroads, chang- 
ing streams and causing general di.s- 
order.

San Francisco, Nov. 16. — In one of 
the most unsatisfactory prize fights

night over Gns Buhlin, the Akron 
giant. In the fifth round of what 
was to have been a 20-round struggle 
Buhlin wilted and then surrendered 
to his peer, to the utter amazement 
ai\d disgust of the assembled thou- 
sands. No one was more surprised 
at the outcome than .letT -ies himself, 
who asserted that while he had de- 
livered one telling bloiw in the sec- 
ond round, he did not expect to win 
the victory so easily. Buhlin’s sole 
explanation of the outcome of the 
fight is that he received a chance 
blow which utterly disabled him, and 
that Jeff pei*sisted in fighting him low. 

While Buhlin will make no absolute 
charge of .feffries having committed 
a foul, he intimates that he was un- 
fairly handled and injured as a re- 
sult. Buhlin received the support of 
his seconds in this stand, who say 
that his was a hojx'les.i ease after 
the second round. When seen in his 
dressing room after the fight Cham- 
])ion .Jeffries said: 

“I was certainly surprised at my 
easy victory and Ruhlin’s aina/ing 
defeat. While it is true that he did 
not pniuii me hard enovigh during 
the five rounds to cause me any 
alarm, I believed him strong and cau- 
tious up to the moment of his eol- 
lajjse, and was surprised when he quit. 
I certainly had no trouble in whipping 
him, and had the fight gone on, the 
result mu.st have been the same. 
Buhlin was inaccurate and in pooi 
wind, and I can not say that he even 
had the courage and force that I ex- 
pected to encounter in him. 

“Buhlin took a stiff punch In the 
stomach in the fourth round, Avhich, I 
presume, gave him trouble, neverthe- 
less I expected him to lo.se harder 
than he did. Buhlin can doubtless best 
explain his own position, and as for 
myself, I am willing to meet Sharkey 
next month, and there after to defend 
as be.st I can the title I hold.”

Washington, Nov. 16 . — \ private 
test was made at Indian Head of an 
armor plate made by the Carbon 
Steel Co., under patents of cast 
metal.

Brigand Leaders Can Not Agree as to 
the Amount of Ransom For Miss 
Ellen M. Stone. 



A Well Directed Fire Was Poured 
Into the Houses Occupied By 
the Non-Union Employes 
and Their Families. 



Madisonville, Ky., Nov. 18. — Mining 
troubles in this district brought blood- 
shed Sunday morning. Jas. H. Smith 
a Negro striker, is dead; Geo. Crouch 
another striker, is fatally wounded, 
while John West, Hut Dawson and Na- 
than Bush, all guards, are wounded 
none of them dangerously. The trou- 
ble occurred at the mines of the Prov- 
idence Coal Co., 17 miles from here 



where an attack began at about 4:30 
o’clock. The attacking party, some 75 



or 80 strong, first fired on the engine 
house and then in a few minutes the 
company’s stables were surrounded 
A horse and a mule w'ere killed and 
several other animals disabled. By 
this time the guards were becoming ac- 
tive and the attackers formed in a 
semi-circle over the brow of the hill 
From there they poured a well direct- 
ed fire upon the houses occupied by 
the non-union employes and their fami- 
lies. Men aroused by the crash of bul- 
lets rushed to small timber piles, ar- 
ranged for use in such an emergency, 
and from behind these returned the 
fire. 

The attacking party, while sending 
volley after volley into this quarter, 
kept up a steady fire on the tiplet, en- 
gine room, stable and other buildings 
of the company while the guards, for 
their part, were doing effective work 
The battle raged for almost an hour 
and a half when the assailants with 
drew, leaving Smith dead and Crouch 
shot through and through on the field 
How many wounded they took with 
them is not known, but the leader was 
seen to fall and it is believed some 
of the party who went to his rescue 
were hit. 

County Judge Hall, at Providence 
started an investigation. An inquest 
was held, the coroner’s jury verdict be 
ing that the Negro came to his death 
at the hands of the guards, while de 
fending life and property, and they 
wore therefore justifiable. The news 
of the shooting spread like wildfire. It 
was not long before the news reached 
Adjt. Gen. Murray, who at once com 
raenced an Investigation, opening up 
coryimunication with the governor. 

Following the battle at the Provi- 
dence mine there were riots at othei 
Kentucky mines. An attack was made 
on the mine guards at the Monarch 
mines, three miles from Earlington 
Sunday night, but it was repulsed 
Two employes of the St. Bernard Coal 
Co., at Morton’s Gap, were fired upor 
by a man who sprang from behind a 
tree. There was much trouble at oth 
er places, but neither injury nor loss 
of- life followed. 

Madisonville. Ky., Nov. 18. — Twe 
companies of state troops have beer 
ordered out. The Madisonville com 
pany is doing patrol duty in the out 
skirts of town and the Hopkinsville 
company of the Kentucky state guard 
under command of Capt. H. Thomas 
and Second Lieut. Robert D. Bellamy 
reached here at 11 o’clock Sundajf 
night. There are but 30 of the men 
as orders reached Hopkinsville but *a 
short while before train time. Ths 
company has an enlisted strength ol 
70 men and those who could not be 
found Sunday night will follow in the 
morning ,in command of First Lieut 
Geo. W. Phelps. Maj. E. B. Bassett 
of the 3d regiment of Hopkins; ville 
accompanied the troops. Adjt. Gen 
Murray was out in a statement Sun- 
day night in which he declares he Is 
determined that lawlessness shall be 
suppressed. A detail of 20 men started 
for the Providence mine. 

Sunday night as the train having 
the troops aboard passed the Norton 
ville camp, located in the woods neai 
the railroad, camp fires could be ob 
served and the scene was one of bus 
tie. Several shots were fired, but nol 
at the train. 

At the Madisonville camp the strik 
ers were astir. A searchlight recently 
placed on top of a coal tipple neai 
Madisonville was thrown on the camp 
About 150 men were there handling 
their arms and walking about betweer 
their tents.

— Of a partj 
of workmen buried Sunday under i 
mass of molten slag at the Howarc 
axle works, John Rusk, aged 50 years 
is dead and Andrew Hulsi, aged 33 
and George Siski, aged 50, are badlj 
burned. The accident occurred on the 
cinder dump of the company’s plant 
The victims were engaged in collect 
ing scrap when a party of workmen 
at the top of the dump about 20 feei 
above dumped their car over the edge 
not knowing that the men were direct 
ly beneath them. The car containec 
about eight tons of slag, a great pari 
of which was red hot a;id much of it in 
a. molten state.

BOLOMEN KILLED. 



Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 18, — The bri- 
gands who abducted Miss Ellen M 
Stone, the American missionary, and 
Mme. Tsilka, her companion, have not 
yet replied to the latest proposals of 
Mr. Dickinson, diplomatic agent of the 
United States in Sofia. This is due to 
the fact that the band has many lead- 
ers and that the latter are unable to 
agree among themselves. 

There is a general impression here 
that time is being frittered av/ay while 
waiting for the brigands to reduce 
their demands. It is felt that the only 
means from which matters can be 
brought to a head is to inform them 
as to the amount available for ransom 
and to declare that this can not be in- 
creased for any consideration what- 
ever. Such an ultimatum might en- 
danger the life of Miss Stone, but it is 
more probable that the brigands will 
accept this condition. 

Besides every day’s delay imperils 
her life, not so much on the score oi 
the brigands themselves, but by rea- 
son of the exposure and strain she is 
undergoing.

Manila, Nov. 18. — Company E, of the 
9th infantry, Capt. F. H. Shoeffel, was 
attacked by 50 Bolomen and several 
insurgents armed with rifles at a 
point six miles from Tarangnan, in 
in the Island of Samar. The insur- 
gents tried to rush the Americans, 
but failing to accomplish their pur- 
pose, they quickly broke and scat- 
tered. The men of the 9th had a cor- 
poral and a scout killed and one pri- 
vate wounded. Sixteen of the Bolo- 
men were killed while the riflemen es- 
caped. 

Ten Hotchkiss rapid fire guns will 
be sent to the southern islands for op- 
eration in the mountains. Capt. Her- 
man Hall, of the 21st infantry, has 
been scouting for several days in Ba- 
langas province. Ho had four sepa- 
rate engagements with the insurgents 
there. Judging from the firing on 
those occasions, Capt. Hall estimates 
the force of each band of the rebels 
at' from 30 to 50. They made no at- 
tempt to charge Capt. Hall’s party. 
Capt. Hall’s scout resulted in the cap- 
ture of one iTJSurgent officer and 50,000 
pounds of rice. 

Gen. Sumner, commander of the 
district of Southern Luzon, highly 
praises Capt. Hartman and his troop 
of the 1st cavalry who last Wednes- 
day morning attacked 400 insurgents 
entrenched in rifle pits at Buan, Ba- 
langas province, and routed them. 

Gen. Sumner says that the blow 
then administered by Capt. Hartman 
is the most severe the insurgents have 
suffered since he, Gen. Sumner, assum- 
ed command of his district. Owing 
to the fact that the United States 
transports Sheridan, Waldron and 
Hancock all met with accidents in the 
Inland seas of Japan, and the return- 
ing party of visiting congressmen is 
consequently delayed in the lattei 
country, the transport Thomas, which 
arrived at Manila November 12, will 
be immediately dispatched to Japan. 
Gen Chaffee opposes United States 
transports in future passing through 
the inland seas. 

Manila. Nov. 18. — The Filipino priest 
Doposoy has been sentenced by court 
martial to the penalty of death for ths 
murder of certain of his countrymer 
who favored the Americans. Out ol 
respect, however, to the condemned 
man’s calling, and the great religious 
body to which he belonged and most 
unworthily represented, Gen. Chaffee 
has commuted the sentence to 20 
years imprisonment. Gen. Chaffee 
desires it to be understood that the 
leniency exercised in the case can nol 
bo known as a precedent and that nc 
person in the islands can be permitted 
to plead his office, however sacred and 
exalted this may be, as protectior 
against crimes committed.
